Roosevelt Likens Attitude of Pacifists 


to That of Tories and Civil 
War 


Copperheads. 


Detroit, May 20.—Colonel Roosevelt 
unlimbered his guns and began fire 
upon Henry Ford and other pacifists 
who teach tile doctrine of peace with­ 
out preparedness, in a .speech which 
was the feature of “American I la> 
in 
this city, arranged by tho chamber oi 
i ommerce. 
Tho speech was delivered at a mass 
meeting in a theatre, and was chee" 
cd by a crowd which filled every seat 
“ Americanism and Preparedness" was 
the subject of Ilia talk, and in it he 
called the pac ifists of today the pro­ 
totypes of the Copperheads of 1664 
and the Tories of the American revo­ 
lution. 
While primarily the speech was de­ 
livered as a blow at the Detroit apos­ 
tle of peace propaganda, who sent an 
ark and doves across the Atlantic 
waters to stop the war in Europe, tile 
colonel, during his talk of more than 
an hour and a half succeeded in laying 
before his auditors a fairly complete 
"confession of fa Rif’ in the value of 
the "big stick" as applied in int r- 
national relations. 
He announced at the beginning that 
his talk w*as in no way to he conoid 
ered as political in nature, but many 
persons in the large audience dei late ! 
it easily might be considered a cam 
paign keynote, a platform or declars 
tion of principles such as any candi­ 
date might place before the public. 
"I freely admit,” 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
said, "that no man ought to back me 
or support the policies for which I 
stand unless with the clour under­ 
standing that these are straight- ut 
American policies, not policies in the 
interest of some other nation against 
my own, and that our citizens do play 
my game precisely to the extent that 
they support such -traUht-out \meri- 
oan policies." 
The colonel expressed great admira­ 
tion for Mr Ford's character and Iii' 
treatment of his employes, and refer­ 
ring to these latter said philanthr >pl< 
Belgian employes of the Ford type rn- 
fore the war treated their worker 
well and decried preparedness for war, 
lust as Mr. Ford has done. 
Tries* 
Belgian workpeople today are In pov 
arty; they cannot find work to do ex­ 
cept at the behest of the conqueror 
aud their employers’ fine theories have 
resulted only in disaster and woe, Sim 
Bar conditions exist in Korea, *aid 
the speaker, on account 
of 
Japan's 
conquest of that country. Japan, how­ 
ever, he said. has treated Korea well, 
whereas Belgium has suffered fright­ 
fully under German domination. 
"What I have said." continued Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt, “can with truth be said 
of many, perhaps of most of the Tories 
of the revolutionary war an I of many 
or most of the pacifists of the civil 
war. the extremists among whom were 
popularly 
known 
a* 
Copperheads. 
Many of these Tories and. civil war 
pacifists were men of tine character 
and upright purpose, who sincerely be 
Roved In the caus# 
they advo ated. 
They included all the men who wi re 
pacifists of their day. 
“These pacifists, 
who 
tormed so 
large 
a 
proportion of the old-tjme 
Tories a n d Copperheads, adhorred aud 
denounced the militarism of Washing 
ton in 1776 ash of Lincoln in 
1S6 1 . 
They were against all war and all pre 
pared neat* for war. 
In the revolution 
ary contest riiov insisted that Wash­ 
ington was the* embodiment of anar­ 
chic militarism." 
I.ike Mr. Ford, said (’clone! Boose 
volt, these pacifists projvosed to get 
the “b'lys" of Bunker Hill and Valley 
Forge and the “boys ’ of the arni' of 
the Botonn 
out “ot the trenches” by 
Christmas, 
"lf these pa Hists of the 
revolution and the civil war had had 
their 
way,” 
the 
speaker 
declared, 
“they would have put an immediate 
step to mucjt suffering and much loss 
of life. 
They would have secured the 
applause of every pea* c at any-priee 
man at home and abroad. 
And unwit­ 
tingly they would have utterly ruined 
this nation. They would '.ave prevent­ 
ed its being a nation. 
Mr. Roosevelt declared 
there 
are 
only two great issues 
Americanism 
and 1’rnparednetts. 
"As a people,” he 
said, "we have to deride whether we 
are to be in good faith a people and 
able and ready to take care of our­ 
selves; or whether we doubt our na 
tional unity and fear to pi epa re, ami 
intend instead to tm t 
partly to a 
merciful Providence 
and 
partly 
to 
elocutionary ability 
In 
higli place*. 
Those in power at Washington have 
taken the latter position. 
The Col 
lowers of Mr. Ford in Hie Re publican 
primaries have taken what is in m i l 
• y the .ame position. 
Why should th* 
people I bange 
their 
government ii 
they are merely to change slightly the 
degree of unpreparedness?"
